Where reference is made to Priming Coats, 
each priming coat should be made up as 
follows :— 

PRIMING COAT NO. 1. About 20 Ibs. of Pure White Lead, 


% gallon Boiled Linseed Oil; % gallon Turpentine. 


PRIMING COAT NO. 2. 20 Ibs. Pure White Lead, % gallon 
Oil; 3 quarts of Turpentine. 


PRIMING COAT NO. 3. This should be a perfectly flat coat 
of Turpentine and Lead, with not more than % pint of Oil, 
the rest to be Turpentine. 

PRIMING COAT NO. 4. Similar to No. 3, leaving out the 
Oil. 


NEW WOOD WORK 


Priming Coat No. 1—One coat of Shellac—Priming Coats No. 
2, No. 3 and No. 4—(Sandpaper well between coats). Two 
coats of Ripolin,—first coat of Ripolin should be well rubbed. 


If expense is a consideration, Priming Coats, No. 1 and No. 3 
and one coat of Ripolin may be omitted. 


NEW PLASTERED WALLS 


One coat of Oil Size—Priming Coats No. 1, No. 2, No. 3 and 
No. 4—(Sandpaper well between coats). Two coats of 
Ripolin.

If expense is a consideration, Priming Coats No. 1 and No. 3 
and one coat of Ripolin may be omitted. 


NEW IRON WORK 


One coat of Red Lead or good Graphite Paint. One coat Iron 
Filler. Priming Coats No. 1, No. 2, No. 3 and No. 4— 
(Sandpaper well between coats). Two coats of Ripolin— 
First coat to be well rubbed. 


If expense is a consideration, Iron Filler, Priming Coats No. 
1 and No. 3 and one coat of Ripolin may be omitted. 


Ripolin should always be applied as taken 
from the can, and never thinned or diluted, 
being thoroughly stirred before using. 

Ripolin is manufactured in two grades—high 
gloss and flat. If semi-gloss is desired, Ripolin 
Gloss and flat may be mixed together in the pro- 
portion of # flat to ¢ gloss. This, however, may 
be varied to obtain the degree of gloss desired. 

In every case the Priming Coats should be 
smooth, so as to leave a perfectly smooth sur- 
face upon which to apply the enamel.
